According to Skidmore, the units using 
electricity as the majn squrceof energy were 
utilized when the building was built 13 years 
ago because they were the least expensive 
but time has shown thai they are more ex- 
pensive to operate j,han the gas powered cen- 
tral heating and air conditioning system 
being used in the W. C. Petty Building. 

The cost of their operation last year was 
$1.40 per square foot and the cost of Petty 
system was 67 cents per square foot, 

Alternate ideas have been discussed in 



preparation for a replabement of thVrdof-top 
units; tiie life expectancy of which is 20 
years. 

;^hey mayibe used onlyifoTiairc^^ 
purposes along with a new hot water gas 
fired heating system. 

The other alternative is to replace the units 
as they breakdown, but the problem in this is 
that the units' manufacturer, the NesbittCo., 
is now out of business and parts are getting 
extremely hard to get. 

**We are interested in the intial cost of 
replacing 'these units but We '^re alsoin- 
tcrested in the what the operational costs of 
iuch replacenrients will be down th^^road, 10 
or 20 years," said Skidmorei 

The matter was referred back to the 
building committee until both the gas and 
electric companies are able to make a cost- 
interest presentation to the board.
